Harold Strong gave a report of work that has been done. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $25.00 in cooperation with the New Hampshire Forestry 
and Recreation Commission for the opening and maintaining of trails 
and old roads for Forest Fire Protection, the New Hampshire For- 
estry and Recreation Commission to provide a matching sum not 
in excess of $25.00 for this purpose, or act in relation thereto. 

This was approved by the Selectmen and Mr. Hennessey. 

It was so moved by Roland Sallada, seconded by Robert Moore, 
and voted in the affirmative. 


Article 8. A motion was made by Donald Byam, seconded by 
Philip Carson, that the Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $100.00 towards a Village Improvement Project to be supervised 
by the Selectmen. 

The motion carried. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to authorize and em- 
power the Planning Board to approve or disapprove in its discretion 
new subdivisions and plats thereof showing streets, or the widening 
thereof, or parks, and upon the adoption of this article, it shall be 
the duty of the Town Clerk to file with the Registry of Deeds of the 
County of Hillsborough a certificate or note showing that the said 
Planning Board has been so authorized, giving the date of authori- 
zation, as provided in Section 19 and Sections 20-29 inclusive, 
Chapter 36 of the New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated, 1955. 
If this article is adopted, it shall further be the duty of the Town 
Clerk to issue all certificates of failure when the Planning Board 
shall fail to take action as provided in Chapter 36: Section 19, 20-29 
inclusive, or act in relation thereto. 

It was so moved by Edward Kinney and seconded by Howard 
Towne. 

After much discussion and Mr. Kinney explained the motion, 
Philip Carson moved the question, which was voted in the affirmative. 
Returning to the motion, it was so voted in the affirmative. 

Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to accept the deed 
of the former High School Property, or act in relation thereto. 

It was so moved by Kenneth Barss, seconded by John Locke, 
and voted in the affirmative. 

Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
what sums of money is necessary to take down the former High 
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School building and landscape the area for the site of a new fire 
station, or act in relation thereto. 

A motion was made by John Ballou, seconded by Philip Carson, 
to raise and appropriate the sum of $3,000.00 to remove the building 
and landscape the area. 

Richard Whynall offered an amendment, seconded by Charles 
Gould, to delete the $3,000.00. This was passed in the affirmative. 

An amendment was offered by Donald Byam, seconded by Ran- 
dall Parker, to amend the previous made motions and to have a com- 
mittee appointed by the Moderator to study and make recommenda- 
tions and report to the next Town meeting concerning the most ad- 
vantageous use or disposition of the old High School Building and 
the land upon which it is situated. The committee is to consist 
of three people. It was so voted in the affirmative. 

Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1,000.00 to be put in a Capital Reserve Fund toward 
the purchase of new fire apparatus in the near future, or act in re- 
lation thereto. 

It was so moved by Roland Sallada, seconded by Christopher 
Dumaine, and voted in the affirmative. 

Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to withdraw from 
the Road Equipment Capital Reserve Fund $4,000.00, plus interest 
to be applied to purchase of new grader, or act in relation thereto. 

It was so moved by Roland Sallada, seconded by Elliott Hersey, 
and voted in the affirmative. 

Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to amend Paragraph 4 
of the Ordinance Providing for the Regulation of Private Dumps, 
and Other Activities adopted March 9, 1965, to read as follows, 
or to otherwise amend said Paragraph: 

4. House Trailers and Mobile Homes: No person or organiza- 
tion shall locate, park, keep or maintain nor allow to be located, 
parked, kept, or maintained upon his or its property a house trailer 
or mobile home except in strict compliance with the following: 

A. Any person or persons upon whose property a house trailer 
or mobile home is desired or intended to be located, parked, kept, 
or maintained shall, prior to the location or parking of such house 
trailer or mobile home upon such property, first submit a written 
application for a Temporary House Trailer or Mobile Home Permit 
to the Selectmen, together with an application fee in the sum of 
Twenty-Five Dollars ($25.00) which shall be applied toward the 
costs of the notice, hearing, and other expenses of printing copies of, 
and carrying out the provisions of, this Ordinance, and shall in no 
event be refundable. Upon receipt of any such schedule a public 
hearing as to same, with respect to which (1) a notice shall be pub- 
lished in a newspaper of general circulation in the area and (2) 
written notice shall be mailed, via registered or certified mail, to 
the owners of all properties abutting or directly across any abutting 
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street or road from the property where the subject trailer or mobile 
home is proposed to be located, which notices shall be published 
and mailed at least fourteen (14) days prior to the date of such 
hearing. At any such hearing the Selectmen shall take into consid- 
eration the opinions of all persons desiring to speak for or against 
the location of the proposed trailer or mobile home and shall accord 
particular significance to the consent or objections of persons own- 
ing properties abutting on, or within sight of said property where 
the subject trailer or mobile home is proposed to be located. No such 
permit shall be issued unless the Selectmen find the location and 
maintenance of the particular house trailer or mobile home by the 
applicant at the proposed site therefor to be consistent with all 
applicable purposes of this Ordinance, as set forth in Paragraph 1 
hereof. 

B. Upon an affirmative finding by the Selectmen as to any such 
application, in accordance with provisions hereof, they shall issue 
a Temporary House Trailer or Mobile Home Permit to the applicant, 
which shall be valid for a period of forty-five (45) days and not 
longer, and shall expire at the end of such period unless the appli- 
cant has in the meantime caused the subject house trailer or mobile 
home (1) to be located on a tract of land at least twenty thousand 
(20,000) square feet in area, (2) to be serviced by an adequate 
sewerage disposal system situated at least seventy-five (75) feet 
from any well in use, and approved by the Town Health Officer, (3) 
to be connected to a well providing running water meeting the purity 
requirements of the New Hampshire Department of Health and 
Welfare, Division of Public Health Services, and (4) has caused the 
exterior walls of said trailer or mobile home to be completely en- 
closed, except for necessary ventilating windows, at the base with 
a continuous wall or foundation constructed of poured concrete, or 
cinder block, cement block, field stone or brick which has been ce- 
mented together. Upon a finding by the Selectmen, after an in- 
spection of the subject house trailer or mobile home, that all pro- 
visions of this Ordinance have been complied with within said 
forty-five (45) day period, and not otherwise, they shall issue an 
Annual House Trailer or Mobile Home Permit to the applicant. 

C. An Annual House Trailer or Mobile Home Permit issued in 
accordance herewith shall be valid until the following April 1st, and 
shall be renewed effective on such date each year only after (1) pay- 
ment of an Annual House Trailer or Mobile Home Permit fee in the 
amount of five dollars ($5.00) which shall be due and payable on 
April Ist each year, and (2) an affirmative finding by the Selectmen, 
after inspecting the subject house trailer or mobile home, and the 
property on which it is situated, that it is being maintained in ac- 
cordance with the provisions and purposes of this Ordinance. Any 
such permit shall immediately be revoked by the Selectmen in the 
absence of an affirmative finding hereunder, and shall not be re- 
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issued except after full compliance with all requirements of Sub- 
paragraphs A and B hereof. 

D. Upon the denial of an application for a Temporary House 
Trailer or Mobile Home Permit hereunder, no application for another 
such permit relative to the same property, or any other portion of 
a tract of land which encompasses and includes the same property 
shall be eligible for consideration until after the second (2nd) an- 
niversary of the date of original denial. 

E. In the event that any house trailer or mobile home, or a 
tract of land upon which is situated any house trailer or mobile 
home is sold, conveyed, or otherwise transferred, the subject house 
trailer or mobile home shall be removed from the site thereof within 
ninety (90) days of the date of the applicable Bill of Sale, Deed, 
or actual date of ownership transfer unless prior to the expiration of 
such period a new Annual House Trailer or Mobile Home Permit has 
been issued after full compliance with all requirements and_pro- 
visions of Subparagraphs A and B hereof. 

Roland Sallada made a motion that Section 4 a, b, c and d of 
the Ordinance, omitting 4E, be adopted as printed in the Town 
Report. 

George Coombs offered an amendment that due to the discrimina- 
tory content of the amendment to the ordinance, that the entire 
amendment be submitted to a committee of five people (including a 
mobile home dweller or one related to that industry) for further 
study and resubmitted at the next annual town meeting, said com- 
mittee to be appointed by the Moderator. 

After much debate, John Young, seconded by Richard Whynall, 
moved the question which was voted in the affirmative. 

The amendment by Mr. Coombs was voted in the negative. 

Returning to the main motion, it was so voted in the affirmative. 

Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the pro- 
visions of R.S.A. Chapter 243, Laws of 1967 relating to the offices 
of Town Clerk, Town Treasurer and Town Tax Collector, so as to 
provide for said officers being elected each for three year terms, in- 
stead of one year terms, the first of such three-year terms, if this 
article is passed, to commence with the 1969 Town Meeting, or act 
in relation thereto. 

It was by ballot vote. 125 voted: 118 Yes and 7 No., a vote in 
the affirmative. 

Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to sell or administer property of the Town acquired by tax deed 
or gift, or act in relation thereto. 

It was so moved by Robert Normandin, seconded by John Locke, 
and voted in the affirmative. 

Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to hire money to meet the necessary expenses of the Town, or 
act in relation thereto. 
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It was so moved by Howard Towne, seconded by Donald Byam, 
and voted in the affirmative. 

Article 18. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before the meeting. 

Mrs. Carson requested that the selectmen comply with the re- 
quest of the Kitchen Committee as reported relative to kitchen 
equipment. It was so voted. 

Waldon Hersey made a motion, seconded by George Houghton, 
to increase the High School Building and Land Committee in Article 
11 to five members, one a member of the Finance Committee and the 
other to be a woman. 

It was so voted in the affirmative. 

A motion was made to adjourn and that when the ballots were 
counted, that the meeting be closed. 

It was so voted in the affirmative. 

The meeting adjourned at 11:05 p. m.

Report of Forest Fire Warden and District Chief 


People cause fires. Our records show that the number of 
fires increase in an area as the population increases and our 
state is growing tremendously. This means that we all must 
be aware of fire causes and do our best to prevent their 
occurrence. 

When we are very young the lighted match is an adven- 
ture, burn fingers and a dropped match is another fire. A 
little older we like to have a woodland cookout, or go out 
by ourselves for a smoke but fire and forests get together 
for another statistic. We adults like to clean up in the 
spring, burn the old debris and the dead grass, result — 
escaped fires and much personal expense. 

With new homes and summer cottages located in wood- 
lands and with abandoned fields and forests crowding the 
back yard of our villages’ streets, it is necessary that every- 
one be aware all through the fire season, which comes with 
the disappearance of the snow, of the need to be careful 
with outdoor fires and fire sources. 


The following action will help: 
1. To teach our children the danger of lighted matches. 


2. To never discard lighted smoking material from a 
car or while walking through fields or woods. 
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3. To safely dispose of rubbish preferably at the town 
dump. If you must burn — 

a. You need a written permit from the town fire 
warden for all debris burning except when the ground 
is covered with snow. Cooking fires in outdoor fire- 
places or in charcoal braziers in your own back yard 
is permitted on notification of the warden. 
b. The warden is forbidden by regulation to allow 
burning of household rubbish on grass by house- 
holders between 9:00 A.M. and 5:00 P.M. 
c. Have equipment on hand to control the fire 
before you light the match. 


4, Promptly report any fire out of control to your fire 
warden or fire department. 

Help to keep our town out of the fire occurrence column 
and save your tax dollars for useful purposes.

Edward Kinney was re-appointed to the board for a four year 
term by the Selectmen and Harold Strong was named to the board 
as the Selectman member. 

Ed Kinney was elected chairman for the yéar and Marge Colburn 
secretary-treasurer. 

We voted to hold regular meetings on the second Monday of each 
month, except for the months of July and August. 

The board drafted proposed regulations for subdivision control in 
accordance with the vote of approval given at the last town meeting. 
The proposed regulations were presented at a public hearing held 
in the Town Hall on May 20, 1968. About 25 townspeople were 
present as the regulations were reviewed and questions answered. 
Following the hearing, the board voted unanimously to adopt the 
regulations, 

After adoption, the regulations were filed with the Register of 
Deeds for Hillsborough County and copies were sent to the several 
banks in the area as well as to townspeople and other planning boards 
who requested them for study. We have held informal discussions with 
several landowners about the subdivision of land. 

At this writing, the board has been discussing the need for a town 
master plan. We also have recommended that one of our members at- 
tend the planning seminar offered by St. Anselm’s College.

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REPORT OF THE FORESTRY COMMITTEE 


Accomplishments in 1968 

The improvement harvest prepared in 1967 was partially sold 
in 1968. About 214,000 board feet were sold for a net income to the 
town of $2,991.98. 

A permanent access road about 1,300 feet long was constructed 
at the Lydia Dodge Lot to; facilitate present and future harvest 
operations; serve as a fire road; provide access for timber stand im- 
provement work and to provide access for recreationists. The Agri- 
cultural Conservation Program paid half of the cost of this project. 

The timber stand improvement program continued in 1968 and 
added an increment of 2 acres of pruning and 2 acres of releasing. 
The A.C.P. paid the total cost of this operation. A faster growth 
rate and higher quality growth is insured by these practices.

Proposed Program For 1969 

2 acres (200 trees) of pruning will be done on selected white 
pine crop trees. This work will probably take place on the Lydia 
Dodge Lot. Pruning removes the branches from the stem so that 
growth in the future will be knot free and bring a premium price 
when the tree is harvested. 

2 acres of weeding and thinning will also be done on the Dodge 
Lot to free young timber trees from undesireable competition. 

Another section of access road will be constructed on a location 
to be selected by the committee. 

There is about 50,000 board feet of timber left to be cut in the 
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improvement harvest started in 1968. This timber will be cut in the 
summer. 

150,00 board feet of timber will be marked and prepared for sale 
on the Dodge Lot and/or Siemeze Lot. This sale will probably not 
be sold until 1970. 

Several of the boundaries on the Dodge Lot are uncertain. The 
Committee feels that this land should be surveyed in 1969 to protect 
the town’s interest in the land. 

The Committee will continue to locate and study other town 
lands in preparation for initiating management programs for the lands.

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SUPERINTENDENTS REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of New Boston: 

I herewith submit my seventh annual report relative to the schools 
of New Boston. 

Mr. Paul Knight assumed the duties of Principal of the New Bos- 
ton Schools in September 1968 after several years of teaching ex- 
perience in the schools of Pennsylvania. A special class of students in 
grades 2 and 3 was initiated this year with Mrs. June Orzechowski 
teacher. Additional new teachers include Mrs. Beatrice Hall, Martin 
Wain and Brent Armstrong. 

The following table indicates the present school population in 
the New Boston Central School and the two units for the years 1965 
through 1968-69.

The total number of seventh and eighth grade students enrolled 
currently in Goffstown Junion High is 61, in September 1969 this 
number will increase to 71. 

At present 77 students are enrolled in Goffstown High School. 
The anticipated number for September 1969 is 89. 

The statistics cited above are indicative of the trend of the in- 
crease in the school age population of New Boston. 

New Boston, as in nearly every town in New Hampshire, faces 
increased school enrollments and upward spiralling costs of education. 

The inflationary trend of the nation’s economy is reflected locally 
in the purchase of textbooks, supplies and equipment and in the 
cost of nearly every item related to education including teachers’ 
salaries, custodial costs, transportation and tuition. 

The long-term tuition contract with the Goffstown School District 
continues to provide a good educational opportunity for the junior 
high and high school students of New Boston. There should neverthe- 
less, be a continual effort to effect an even closer educational relation- 
ship with Goffstown and other school districts until such time as an 
AREA or mutually advantageous educational pattern is a reality. 

Paul Kilmister resigned his position of Consultant, Administrative 
services, N. H. State Department of Education to assume the duties 
of Assistant Superintendent of Schools for N. H. Supervisory Union 
No. 19 comprised of New Boston, Bow, Dunbarton, Goffstown and 
Weare. Mr. Kilmister brings to the educational effort of the Super- 
visory Union No. 19 a rich background in education as well as an out- 
standing background from many years of experience at various edu- 
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cational levels including teacher, principal, teacher consultant and 
state education department consultant. 

I wish to commend the members of the New Boston School Board, 
Chairman John Young, Harold Towne and Vaughn Smith for their 
dedicated service in endeavoring to provide New Boston with an 
outstanding educational system that concerns itself with the full 
development of the individual boy and girl. I wish further to extend 
my appreciation for the support and cooperation extended to me by 
the school board, our Assistant Superintendent of Schools, Paul Kil- 
mister, the principals, teachers, pupils and citizens of New Boston as 
well as the loyal support of the Supervisory Union No. 19 office staff.

Menstrual Hygiene Education Program for fifth and sixth grade 
girls was presented. A film was presented and appropriate literature 
was given to all students. 

A Crest Dental Educational Program was given in the first six 
grades. 

Miss Patricia Linehan, a State Dental Hygienist visited each 
classroom to reinforce this program. 

Pre-School Registration was held in May with 30 children at- 
tending. All pre-school children received a dental health evaluation. 

The services of Mr. Hechtl have been a valuable addition to our 
total school health program. 

The school health services have had complete cooperation from 
all community agencies. 

New Hampshire Sight Conservation, New Hampshire Bureau of 
Public Dental Health, New Hampshire Tuberculosis Association, New 
Hampshire Crippled Children’s Association, and the local P.T.A. and 
all supporting agencies. 

Optimal health is essential for maximum utilization of educational 
opportunities, therefore, the health status of the child bears a direct 
relationship to the quality of his educational achievement. 

The School Health Service attempts to be a stabilizing influence 
between the home, the school, and the community, and is ever con- 
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tributing to the improvement of health and education of students. 
We wish to express our thanks to the Superintendent, Parents, 
Teachers, and School Board for their cooperation.

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Report of the Committee on the 
Disposition of the High School Property 


The Committee felt that initially there were two immediate al- 
ternatives to be considered for the high school property, sale or 
retention by the Town. We have decided that the property is too 
valuable to be sold under any circumstances. If the property is to 
be retained, the building can either be maintained or torn down. 

If the building is to be left standing, it could be remodeled for 
town use, or for a rental property. We feel that the Town should 
not be put into a landlord position. We also feel that remodeling 
would be too expensive and inefficient for the existing building. An 
estimate of repairing and painting the exterior has been received 
for $3,580.00. In addition to this would have to be added the en- 
tire cost of interior partition removal and/or construction. 

An estimate for destruction of the building has been received for 
$1,200.00. With the building gone, any structure could be erected on 
the site such as a fire house, town office building, youth center, 
recreation area, or some other building of a municipal nature. The 
committee does not feel that this is the proper area for a highway 
garage. The area could also be used for parking or lawn. 

The committee feels that the logical use of the property should be 
for new construction of a municipal nature. We therefor recommend 
that the school shop be left as is for the present and that the high 
school building be torn down as soon as possible.

RECORD OF SCHOOL MEETING 
March 8, 1968 


The meeting was called to order by Moderator David L. Nixon 
at 8:06 p. m. The Rev. Joseph Holland, upon request of the 
Moderator, gave the invocation, and Police Chief George St. John 
led the salute to the flag. 

Moderator Nixon made note that the Warrant and Checklist had 
been examined and been found in order, and also introduced the 
School Board, Howard M. Towne, Vaughn Smith and John Young. 
Ernest Peltonen, Superintendent of S~hools and Spiro Anastos, As- 
sistant Superintendent of Schools were then introduced. 

Article 1 —To determine and appoint the salaries of the School 
Board and Truant Officer, and fix the compensation of any other 
officers or agents of the district. 

It was moved by Vaughn Smith and seconded by Howard Towne 
that the salaries of the School Board, Truant Officer and other officers 
or agents of the district be accepted as printed in the budget. It 
was voted in the affirmative. 

Article 2—To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees, 
or Officers chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 

There being no reports, there was no action on this Article. 

Article 3— To choose Agents and Committees in relation to any 
subject embraced in this warrant. 

On motion by Roland Sallada and seconded by Christopher Du- 
maine, it was unanimously voted to pass over this article and return 
to it later if necessary. 

Article 4— To see if the District will vote to authorize the 
School Board to make application for and to accept, on behalf of 
the District any or all grants or offers for educational purposes which 
may now or hereafter be forthcoming from the State of New Hamp- 
shire and/or United States. 

It was so moved by John Young with several seconds from the 
floor and voted in the affirmative. 

Article 5— To see if the School District of the Town of New 
Boston will vote to transfer the deed for the former High School 
property to the Town of New Boston for use as the site of a new fire 
station. (BY PETITION) 

This article was moved by Kenneth Barss and seconded by Harold 
Strong. 

Kenneth Barss explained that this was inserted by petition of the 
Fire Wards and explained the merits of having the fire station 
located in the center of town. Donald Byam suggested that more 
thought should be given to the possibility of needing this land in 
the future for parking facilities. 

After much discussion, Robert Todd moved the words “for use 
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as the site of a new fire station” be struck from the original motion. 
This was seconded by Waldon Hersey. The motion to amend was 
passed by an unanimous voice vote. 

On question by Harold Strong relative to insurance coverage 
obligations Mr. Moss said that this would be covered under Articles 
10 and 11 of the Town Warrant. : 

On return to the original motion, it was unanimously voted to 
transfer the deed of the former High School property to the Town 
of New Boston. 

Artcile 6 — To see if the School District will vote to authorize and 
direct the School Board to sell, convey, and transfer the old New 
Boston High School, so-called, together with the land upon which 
it is situated, and any furnishings, appurtenances, fixtures, and other 
property not considered by said School Board to be necessary to the 
maintenance and operation of the school facilities now being utilized, 
at such price and upon such terms as said School Board, in its col- 
lective and sole discretion, may deem to be in the best interests of 
the School District and Town of New Boston. 

On motion by Roland Sallada and seconded by John Young, it was 
voted to pass over this article. 

Article 7 — Shall the School District accept the provisions of New 
Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated, Chapter 195-A (as amended), 
providing for the establishment of area schools located in Goffstown 
to serve grades 7-12 from the School Districts of Dunbarton and 
Goffstown and New Boston in accordance with the provisions of the 
plan on file with the district clerk. 

It was moved by Howard Towne and seconded by John Young. 
On request of George Hawkins, Howard Towne explained the 
difference between the existing agreement with Goffstown and New 
Boston and the Area plan. Mr. Peltonen, when asked by the 
Moderator, explained that the costs incurred were based on the 
average per-pupil cost in Goffstown. 

After much further discussion, ballot vote was taken and the 
article passed with 98 affirmative votes and 8 negative votes. 

Article 8 — To see if the District will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of five hundred ($500.00) to improve the condition of the 
road between the elementary school units and the Fire Station by 
providing the necessary gravel and drainage for such purpose. 

On motion by Vaughn Smith and seconded by Albert Dancause, it 
was a vote. 

Article 9— To see if the District will vote to discontinue the 
School Hot Lunch Program effective with the beginning of the school 
year 1968-69 and to authorize and direct the School Board to sell 
or dispose of any property used by the said School Hot Lunch Pro- 
gram in such a manner as they may deem to be in the best interests 
of the School District of New Boston. 

On motion by Howard Towne and seconded by Donald Byam, 
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there was much discussion which ensued concerning the various con- 
sequences of discontinuance of this program. Kenneth Barss _re- 
quested the School Board advise us why they recommended dis- 
continuance of the program. Howard Towne, spokesman for the 
School Board, said that the program was not being utilized as much 
as it could be; that there was participation by approximately fifty 
percent of the enrollment; and that the program was losing money. 
Christopher Dumaine raised a question regarding distribution of 
milk. He was assured that the milk would still be available to the 
children bringing cold lunches. 

There was much discussion concerning increasing price to com- 
pensate for the loss in revenue; problems encountered for those chil- 
dren who did not bring lunches and had to go without; utilization of 
surplus foods to decrease the cost of lunches (which is already be- 
ing done); the problem of reinstituting the hot lunch program 
should we discontinue now (Would the facilities pass State inspec- 
tion?); the cost of replacing equipment should it be disposed of; the 
fact that this is the only hot meal many children now get in a day; the 
possibility of having hot lunch only during the colder months of the 
year, or instituting hot lunch program in October to run through the 
last of May. 

Mr. Moss moved the previous question, with second by Robert 
Todd. By a division of the house, 69 voted to continue the lunch 
program; 30 to discontinue. 

Article 10—To see if the District will vote to authorize the 
School Board to apply a portion of the funds remaining in the 
Building Fund towards an adequate water system for the Central 
School Addition. 

This article was moved by John Young, seconded by Linda Hersey. 

John Young explained the situation created by building the school 
addition, and the ultimate drain on the water supply. He gave a 
detailed report on the costs of installing the possible new system, as 
determined by investigation by the School Board. After much dis- 
cussion, George Hawkins moved the previous question, with second 
by Elliot Hersey. It was voted to move the previous question and 
vote on the original article. Mr. Moss said he could see no need for 
this article except to give the School Board a vote of confidence. On 
voice vote, the article was passed. 

Article 11—'To see if the Town of New Boston will vote to 
create a study committee of five voters, one or more of whom shall be 
members of the School Board, to investigate the feasibility of a Public 
Kindergarten in the town of New Boston; the report to be given to 
the voters at the 1969 School meeting. 

Motion was made by Howard Towne, with second from Christopher 
Dumaine. 

Mr. Moss amended the Article to add that the committee be 
appointed by the Moderator. Seconded by Marion Dancause. 
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By a voice vote, it was voted to create a study committee of 
five voters, one or more of whom shall be members of the School 
Board, to investigate the feasibility of a Public Kindergarten in the 
town of New Boston; the report to be given to the voters at the 
1969 School Meeting, said committee to be appointed by the Modera- 
tor. : 

Article 12 —To see what sum of money the district will raise and 
appropriate for the support of schools, for the payment of salaries of 
school district officials and agents, and for the payment of statutory 
and contractual obligations of the district. 

It was moved by Howard Towne that the district raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $219,221.28 for the support of schools, for 
the payment of salaries of school district officials and agents, and for 
the payment of the statutory and contractual obligations of the dis- 
trict. Second was made by John Young. 

Howard Towne explained that this figure exceeded the printed 
budgetary figure to reflect the $500 appropriated under Article 8. 

It was carried by a voice vote. 

Moderator Nixon then introduced Wayne Evans, of the Supervisory 
19 office, part of whose salary was appropriated during the previous 
School District meeting, when the Union requested support to hire 
a business administrator. 

A rising vote of thanks was extended to those who helped with 
the auction to dispose of the old high school furnishings; Donald 
Byam and Henry Freidrichs, auctioneers; Mr. and Mrs. Simmons 
Levine, Beatrice Peirce, Ed Novick. 

The meeting was adjourned at 11:10 p. m.
